The world-renowned efficiency 
of British aircraft manufactur- 
ers is regulting in a steady in- 
crease of orders from abroad, a 
fact which is ddmonstrated by 
facts and figures recently made 
public at Home. To-day, British 
aireraft and air, engines are in 
use in no fewer than twenty- 
five countries abroad, und ‘or- 
ders are still continuing to pour 
in. Owing to special circum- 
stances, such as the shortness of 
distances in the British Isles, 
domestic flying has not advane- 
ed at a-very rapid rate, though 
it has recently been given a new 
impetus. There. are now forty- 
one light aeroplane clubs in re-

Britain at the end of last year, 
an increase of thirty per cent.

The 
main instrument for the develop- 
ment of British, civil aviation 
has been Imperial Airways, 
wich was created twelve years 
ago and supported by Govern- 
ment subsidy. The prestige of 
this organisation is high 
throughout the world. Last 
year ‘its share of the cross- 
Channel passenger traffic, de 
tween Croydon and the Contin- 
ent, substantially exceeded that 
of all foreign companies com- 
bined. Twenty-eight new fying 
boats are now in course of con- 
struction for Imperial Airways, 
and this, it is said, will open 
up a new era-when all the Em- 
pire’s fast transport awill be air- 
borne. The Government has de- 
elded that all. first-class ‘letter 
mails will be carried in bulk by 


\dimperial Airways on the main 
|Empire routes at ordinary pos- 


tal rates, a benefit which Hong- 
kong may be expected to share.
